The  psy- 
chological effect  of  increasing  dividends 
would  be  to  encourage  applications  for 
wage  increases,  which  would  intensify  in- 
flatory pressure,  which  it  would  be  wrong 
to  ignore. 

Economy    in    Use    of    Bismuth. — The 

Ministry  of  Health  has  called  attention  to 
the  "  serious  shortage  "  of  bismuth  metal 
and  of  all  bismuth  salts.  Doctors  are  asked 
to  reserve  bismoith  salts  for  the  treatment 
of  syphilis  and  tropical  diseases.  Alu- 
minium hydroxide,  chalk,  kaolin  or  mag- 
nesium trisilicdie  should  be  used  for  gastro- 
intestinal disorders.  Bismuth  salicylate  as 
an  "  intestinal  antiseptic "   could  be  re- 
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placed  by  activated  charcoal,  kaolin,  suc- 
cinylsulphathiazole,  sulphadiazine,  phtha- 
lylsulphathiazole,  or  sulphaguanidine. 

Nitrogen  Supplies  Directorate  Ends. — 

The  Directorate  of  Nitrogen  Supplies  ends 
on  December  31.  Thereafter  matters  con- 
cerning the  production  and  provision  of 
ammonia  to  industry  (including  the  fer- 
tiliser industry),  will  be  the  responsibility 
of  the  Ministry  of  Materials,  Division  2, 
Branch  2A,  Horse  Guards  Avenue,  Lon- 
don, S.W.I.  Matters  relating  to  the  pro- 
duction and  distribution  of  fertilisers  with- 
in the  United  Kingdom  will  be  dealt  with 
by  the  Directorate  of  Fertiliser  Supplies, 
56  Mount  Ephraim,  Tunbridge  Wells, 
Kent. 

Sweets  for  Children. — At  a  Christmas 
party  given  by  Mr.  F.  J.  Scholl  to  140 
children  of  employees  at  the  Scholl  foot 
comfort  organisation,  Clerkenwell,  Lon- 
don, recently,  each  child  was  presented 
with  a  parcel  bedecked  with  flags  of  the 
Commonwealth  and  other  countries  in 
which  the  company  has  branches.  The 
parcels  contained  chocolate  and  sweets 
from  Scholl  workers  in  Australia,  New 
Zealand,  South  Africa,  the  United  States, 
France,  Belgium,  Switzerland  and  Sweden, 
supplemented  by  a  parcel  of  toys  and  fruit 
from  the  headquarters  in  London. 

Amendments  to  the  Pharmacopoeia. — 
The  Pharmacopoeial  tablet  disintegration 
test  and  the  monograph  on  terpineol  have 
been  amended  by  the  General  Medical 
Council  by  notice  given  in  the  "  London 
Gazette,"  December  7.  The  amendments 
are  as  follows  :  — Page  5 1 8  last  line : 
Tabellse.  Disintegration  Test.  Delete  the 
words  "  to  disintegrate  completely "  and 
insert  "  to  disintegrate  or  to  soften 
throughout  so  that  it  disintegrates  on  a 
slight  touch."  Page  553,  lines  16  and  17: 
Terpineol.  Boiling-point.  The  statement  is 
amended  to: — "Not  less  than  96  per  cent, 
v/v  distils  between  214°  and  224°,  page 
710."  Copies  of  a  document  containing  the 
amendments  may  be  obtained  from  the 
Council,  44  Hallam  Street,  London,  W.  i.

Pharmacy   Bill   Passes   Bail.   —  The 

Pharmacy  Bill  (see  C.  &  D.,  December  15, 
p.  781),  passed  through  all  stages  in  the 
Dail  on  December  12,  without  any  amend- 
ments. The  Bill  now  goes  to  the  Senate 
for  discussion  there. 

Christmas  Trade.— Although  most  of 
the  pharmacies  in  the  Dublin  area  had 
ample  stocks,  and  attractive  window  dis- 
plays of  Christmas  gift  lines,  business  was 
reported  to  be  quiet  for  the  first  fortnight 
of  December.  The  opening  hours  on  De- 
cember 22  and  24,  in  the  Dublin  area, 
will  be  from  9  a.m.  to  8  p.m. 

N.I.  Hospitals  Authority. — The  North- 
ern Ireland  Hospitals  Authority  has  fixed 
revised  rates  of  pay  for  part-time  pharma- 
cists for  Great  Britain  in  accordance  with 
the  scales  reported  in  the  C.  &  D.,  De- 
cember I,  p.  708.  The  estimates  of  the 
Authority  for  1952-53  for  drugs,  dressings, 
medical  and  surgical  appliances  and  equip- 
ment amount  to  £558,931,  an  increase  of 
£20,931.

During  a  discussion  he  told  Mr.  J.  L, 
Wilson  that  penicillin  ointment  base  or 
soft  paraffin  had  both  given  good  results 


for  use  with  chloramphenicol.  Mr.  J.  I 
Grossett  asked  for  guidance  in  the  dilutioi 
of  ointments  of  undecylenic  acid  with 
glycerin  jelly.  Mr.  Perrins  said  that  sud 
dilution  was  unsatisfactory  as  most  of  th 
jelly  remained  on  the  surface.  In  reply  ti 
a  question  from  Miss  D.  I.  L.  Locker,  i% 
lecturer  said  that  an  ointment  base  suiif 
able  for  cortisone  would  be  one  similar  t 
emulsifying  ointment  B.P.  Miss  Locke 
said  that  she  had  issued,  in  her  hospital,  i 
sample  of  adrenaline  cream  and  one  0 
the  base  only.  The  containers  wer 
labelled  i  and  2  respectively  and  she  alon 
knew  their  composition.  The  physio 
therapist  later  told  her  that  No.  i  wa 
irritating  while  No.  2  was  satisfactory.

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TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 


>Jews  and  Views 

Your  issue  of  December  1 5  can  be  called 
I  type  specimen  of  the  variety  of  con- 
ents  that  each  reader  can  appreciate  in 
lis  own  way.  The  news  is  balanced  by 
irticles  embodying  editorial  opinion,  cur- 
ent  science,  industrial  development  and 
Dharmaceutical  problems.  The  retirement 
)f  Mr.  John  R.  Goldthorpe  will  no  doubt 
)e  the  occasion  of  many  good  wishes  for 
lis  happiness;  his  successor  as  publisher, 
Vir.  Allan  Shepherd,  is  well  known  and 
vill  uphold  C.  &  D.  standards  of  pub- 
ication.  Turning  from  news  to  other  con- 
;ents,  your  first  editorial  article  on  p. 
785,  based  on  a  contribution  by  Mr. 
Hubert  Blore,  calls  attention  to  "  the  little 
nore  "  that  chemists  in  retail  business  can 
io  to  reduce  the  chances  of  poisoning  in 
he  homes  of  their  customers.  There  is  no 
leed  to  lapse  into  a  morbid  state  of  appre- 
lensiveness  about  such  chances.  Members 
)f  the  public  with  no  precise  knowledge 
)f  toxic  or  deleterious  substances  have 
ong  depended  on  their  chemists  for  ade- 
luate  information  about  the  medicines 
hey  purchase.  A  crucial  moment  occurs 
vhen  a  boy  or  girl  reaches  home  with  a 
verbal  message  of  caution  from  a  phar- 
nacy.  Will  the  message  be  passed  on  to  a 
)arent  or  guardian?  Dispensers  can 
lardly  be  expected  to  foresee  every  pos- 
ible  contingency  that  may  arise  in  the 
landling  of  medicines  after  they  are  dis- 
)atched.  Nevertheless,  the  hints  in  Mr. 
Jlore's  article  are  worth  considering.  The 
)olicy  to  follow  is,  I  believe,  to  ask  one- 
elf  if  there  is  anything  unusual  in  the 
)rescription  then  in  hand,  and  if  so,  to 
ict  with  the  requisite  prudence.  After 
hat  the  supplier's  conscience  is  clear,  and 
esponsibility  lies  elsewhere. 

^Northumbrian  Opinions 

By  far  the  largest  centre  of  population 
in  the  London-Edinburgh  route  of  the 
'lying  Scotsman  is  Newcastle-on-Tyne,  and 
he  opinions  noted  there  by  a  member  of 
'Our  staff  (pp.  793-95)  cover  an  extensive 
variety  of  topics.  As  might  be  expected, 
ome  divergencies  appear.  The  local  ex- 
lerience  that  the  most  popular  types  of 
tssociation  and  branch  meetings  are  "  post- 
graduate or  revision  lectures,  practical  de- 
nonstrations,  films,  or  discussions  on  quasi- 
aedical  subjects  "  may  be  useful  to  secre- 
aries  elswhere :  it  finds  confirmation  on 
I.  722.  National  Health  Service  prescrib- 
ng    received    some    forthright  comment. 


Many  products,  one  speaker  remarked,  go 
"  dead  "  after  a  short  currency  and  be- 
come virtual  losses.  Whether  doctors  could 
be  educated  up  to  the  use  of  a  separate 
form  for  preparations  not  likely  to  be  kept 
in  stock  locally  I  do  not  know :  the  chair- 
man of  the  Newcastle  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  seemed  to  expect  that  they 
could.  In  any  case  the  British  Medical 
Association  would  have  to  take  a  hand  in 
the  process.  The  suggestion  that  appren- 
ticeship after  a  college  course  is  advant- 
ageous to  the  chemist  but  disadvantageous 
to  the  student  seems  to  be  new,  though  it 
is  clear  that  in  a  post-graduate  appren- 
tice an  employer  is  getting  "virtually  a 
qualified  man."  Finally — for  my  space  is 
running  out — the  complaint  that  manufac- 
turers' "  literature  "  is  often  "  too  big  and 
verbose  "  is  worth  investigating. 

Varied  Experience 

An  unusual  though  not  unknown  type  of 
experience  had  been  described  by  Mr.  C. 
L.  Robertshaw  in  an  address  to  the  Dur- 
ham County  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  (p.  772).  Two  factors  were  men- 
tioned as  deciding  the  speaker  to  leave 
pharmacy.  The  first  was  deficient  leisure  ; 
the  second  the  time  consumed  in  "  selling 
cosmetics,  etc."  Service  in  the  Forces,  it 
appears,  gave  these  factors  emphasis. 
Training  and  occupation  as  a  teacher  fol- 
lowed war  service,  but  "  certain  disad- 
vantages associated  with  teaching  "  brought 
about  a  return  to  pharmacy.  Mr.  Robert- 
shaw is  not  the  first,  and  will  probably  not 
be  the  last,  M.P.S.  to  seek  more  congenial 
work  in  other  vocations  :  the  remark  with 
which  your  report  concludes  is  that  the 
experience  has  broadened  his  outlook,  in- 
creased his  knowledge  of  human  nature, 
and  made  him,  he  hopes,  a  better  pharma- 
cist. It  is  not  surprising  that  present  con- 
ditions in  the  scholastic  world  fail  to  re- 
tain, though  they  may  attract,  the 
adherence  of  people  not  born,  so  to  speak, 
in  a  school  or  college.  Crowded  classrooms, 
restless  children,  staff  conferences  and  the 
marking  of  exercise  books  fill  long  and 
tedious  days.  Yet  the  speaker  named  "  did 
not  regret  his  trial  of  teaching  "  ;  nor  need 
he.  A  change  of  occupation,  provided  that 
it  is  made  early  enough  in  life  and  that  a 
decision  to  stay  in  or  to  leave  the  new 
work  is  made  soon  enough,  may  be  a 
means  of  obtaining  a  steady  balance  of 
interest  in  current  events.  XfO/ser 
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LEGAL  REPORTS 

Pharmacy  Act  Fine.™ Pleading  guilty  at 
the  Henley  magistrates'  court  recently  to 
three  summonses  under  the  Pharmacy  and 
Poisons  Act,  1933,  Hortex  Products,  Ltd., 
Westbourne  Street,  High  Wycombe,  Bucks, 
were  fined  £5  on  each  summons.  The 
summonses  against  them  were  for  failing 
to  label  a  preparation  known  as  De-fur-O, 
containing  hydrochloric  acid,  with  the 
word  "  poison,"  failing  to  state  the  propor- 
tion of  poison  contained  in  the  prepara- 
tion, and  failing  to  label  the  preparation 
with  the  name  of  the  poison. 

Pharmacy  Act  Fine. — At  Nottingham, 
recently,  Nottingham  Co-operative  Che- 
mists, Ltd.,  were  summoned  for  selling  a 
preparation  containing  morphine,  the  sale 
not  being  supervised  by  a  registered  phar- 
macist. It  was  stated  that  an  inspector 
made  a  test  purchase  of  a  bottle  of  the 
medicine  at  the  company's  premises  in 
Alfreton  Road,  Nottingham,  and  was  sup- 
plied by  an  assistant.  The  chief  chemist 
of  the  company  stated  that  the  company 
was  one  chemist  short  for  its  fourteen 
branches.   A  £5  fine  was  imposed. 

Settlement  Without  Admission  of  Lia- 
bility.— Before  Mr.  Justice  Shannon  in  the 
High  Court,  Dublin,  on  December  13,  a 
settlement  was  announced  in  an  action 
brought  by  Michael  Pettit,  Ph.C,  Clara, 
OfFaly,  against  Dermot  and  Brendan 
Dolan  and  Alice  Regan,  trading  as  Domi- 
nick  Dolan  &  Co.,  wholesale  chemists,  38 
Bolton  Street,  Dublin,  claiming  damages 
for  negligence  and  breach  of  contract.  For 
Mr.  Pettit  it  was  stated  that  he  had 
ordered  a  quantity  of  liquid  extract  of  cas- 
cara  from  Messrs.  Dolan.  The  cascara  was 
delivered,  and  Mr.  Pettit  distributed  it  in 
doses  to  various  customers.  The  cascara 
was  subsequently  found  to  contain  strych- 
nine. The  incident  figured  at  a  later  stage 
in  a  murder  trial.  Four  customers  started 
proceedings  against  Mr.  Pettit,  and  he  was 
compelled  to  settle  them  for  a  total  sum 
of  £1,742,  including  costs.  It  had  now

The  laboratories  of  the  British  Gelatine  & 
jlue  Research  Association,  2a  Dalmeny 
\venue,  Holloway,  London,  N.'y,  were 
)fficially  opened  by  Sir  Roger  Duncalfe 
chairman,  British  Glues  &  Chemicals, 
Ltd.)  on  November  29,  Sir  Ben  Lockspeiser, 
?'.R.S.  (secretary  of  the  Department  of 
jcientific  and  Industrial  Research)  being 
mong  those  present. 

Professor  F.  J.  W.  Roughton,  F.R.S. 
professor  of  colloid  science.  University  of 
[Cambridge)  emphasised  the  hope  that  the 
research  programme  on  the  fundamental 
aroperties  of  gelatin  might  throw  new  light 
)n  structural  proteins,  and  on  their  rela- 
ions  with  the  globular  proteins  and  there- 
ore  on  the  entire  field  of  protein  chemis- 
ry  and  physiology. 

November  30  was  an  open-day  at  the 
Laboratories,  a  description  of  which 
appeared  in  the  C.  &  D.,  January  20,  p. 
38.  Charts  were  shown  illustrating  the 
ormal  processes  in  the  manufacture  of 
elatin  and  glue,   and  examples  of  raw 


materials  and  by-products  were  on  view. 
When  equipment  becomes  available  it  is 
intended  to  provide  a  laboratory-scale  fac- 
tory for  the  production  of  gelatin  and 
glue,  so  that  the  various  processes  can 
be  thoroughly  investigated.  Apparatus  in 
use  in  one  of  the  laboratories  included  a 
freeze-drier  for  the  fexperimental  prepara- 
tion of  pure  gelatin  not  degraded  by  the 
normal  drying  procedures  and  a  laboratory- 
scale  drier  comprising  a  rectangular  case 
containing  wire  trays,  with  heating  ele- 
ment in  place  at  one  end  and  a  suction  fan 
at  the  other.  Warm  air  is  drawn  over  the 
material  spread  out  on  t^ie  trays.  Another 
exhibit  showed  the  use  of  columns  of  mixed 
cation  and  anion  exchange  resins,  through 
which  gelatin  solution  is  passed,  reducing 
the  ash  content  of  gelatin  to  0.005  per 
cent.  The  gelatin  that  emerges  from  the 
columns  is  at  its  iso-electric  point,  and  it 
has  been  found  that  bacteria  are  removed, 
though  spores,  the  viability  of  which  is 
not  affected,  remain. 


"  ANY  QUESTIONS  ?  "  AT  TUNBRIDGE  WELLS 


Mr.  W.  K.  Warren  (chairman  of  the 
Tunbridge  Wells  Branch  of  the  Pharma* 
eutical  Society)  was  question  master  at 
an  "Any  Questions?"  meeting  of  the 
Branch  in  Tunbridge  Wells  recently.  The 
team  comprised  Miss  M.  A.  Burr  (mem- 
ber of  the  Society's  Council),  Dr.  H.  Davis 
(chief  pharmacist,  Ministry  of  Health),  Mr. 
iNoTman  Dewey  (home  sales  manager, 
Allen  &  Hanburys,  Ltd.),  and  Mr.  H. 
Noble  (secretary.  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union).  The  following  are  some  of  the 
questions,  with  answers  summarised  in 
italics : 

Nationalisation  ? 

Would  it  be  a  disadvantage  for  the  phar- 
maceutical industry  to  become  nationa- 
lised?— Yes.  Is  the  increased  prescribing 
of  medical  products  instead  of  the  tradi- 
tional bottle  of  medicine  detrimental  to 
the  interests  of  pharmacy? — No. 

Is  the  use  of  trade  names  by  manufac- 
turers to  be  deplored? — The  use  of  more 
than  one  trade  name  for  a  Pharmacopceial 
substance  is  inclined  to  be  confusing.  How- 
ever, the  company  whose  research  evolved 
the  product  should  have  the  right  to  use 
a  trade  name  in  order  to  identify  the  pro- 
duct with  the  company. 

Is  a  pharmaceutical  qualification  con- 


sidered wasted  if  it  is  not  used  in  retail 
(as  opposed  to  one  of  the  other  branches  of) 
pharmacy? — No.  Are  travellers  calling  on 
chemists  or  doctors  necessary? — Yes.  Has 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  or  any  other 
body  statistics  to  show  where  the  newly 
qualified  are  going — retail,  wholesale  or 
hospital? — Not  so  far  as  the  team  is  aware. 

Have  the  deliberations  of  the  Whitley 
Council  any  bearing  on  N.H.S.  dispensing 
fees? — Yes.  Have  the  National  Pharma- 
ceutical Union  considered  any  scheme  for 
averaging  out  unpriced  prescriptions  for 
the  past  twelve  months. —  Yes,  many. 

Can  the  Team  justify  the  education 
policy  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society? 
Yes  (Miss  Burr).  No  (Dr.  Davis).  Should 
the  National  Formulary  be  published  more 
often  to  include  equivalents  of  the  fre- 
quently prescribed  "  ethicals  "  ? — Imprac- 
ticable. 

Does  the  Team  favour  territorial  or  sec- 
tional representation  on  the  .  Society's 
Council?— Miss  Burr  spoke  in  favour  of 
territorial  and  Dr.  Davis  in  favour  of  sec- 
tional representation. 

Testing  Scheme  Necessary 

Is  the  National  Health  Service  testing 
scheme  really  necessary? — Yes. 

Would   it   be   advantageous   to  N.H.S. 
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for  the  retail  pharmacist  to  have  authority 
to  "vet"  prescriptions? — We  want  more 
freedom  from  restrictions  rather  than  addi- 
tional burdens. 

Unanswered 

A  question  whether  pharmacist  Members 
of  Parliament  had  assured  the  Council  of 
their  support  in  opposing  any  measure  to 
do  away  with  retail  price  maintenance  was 
not  considered  a  suitable  question  to  be 

24th  EDITION  OF  THE 

The  changes  made  in  the  24.th  edition  of 
the  dispensatory  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  recently  published   (lo^  x  7  in. 
Pp.  2057.     Weight  7i^  lb.)  reflect  recent 
trends  in  pharmacy  and  medicine.  For 
example   about   thirty-two  pages  are  de- 
voted   to   antibiotics,    against  twenty-two 
lines  in  the  previous  edition,  published  in 
1943.    A  new  section  on  veterinary  pro- 
ducts (part  4,  59  pp.)  is  included.  The 
length  of  time  taken  to  complete  so  mas- 
sive a  book  is  indicated  in  the  inclusion, 
within  the  single  cover,  of  two  volumes 
— the  second  (sections  6  and  7)  devoted  to 
drugs  that  have  been  discovered,  and  that 
have  gained  prominence,  since  the  com- 
pletion of  the  first.    Both  volumes  have 
been  compiled  by  the  same  team  under 
Professor  Arthur  Osol  (Philadelphia  Col- 
lege of  Pharmacy  and  Science)  as  editor-in- 
chief  with  the  help  of  Professor  George 
Farar  (Temple,  University)  who  are  both 
members  of  the  U.S. P.  Revision  Commit- 
tee, and  five  specialists.    Sections  i,  2,  3 
and  5  in  Vol.   i   are  devoted  to  drugs 
recognised  by  the  Pharmacopoeias  of  the 
United  States  and  Gteat  Britain  and  the 
United  States  National  Formulary;  drugs 
not  so  recognised ;  tests,  processes,  reagents 
and  solutions,  and  tables  giving  atomic  and 
molecular    weights,     weight  ^  equivalents, 
thermometric    data,    etc.,    given    in  the 
U.S.P.  and  U.S.N.F.    Volume  i  contains 
ninety-five  additional  articles  admitted  to 
the  U.S.P.   XIII,    184   additions  to  the 
(U.S.)  N.F.  VIII,  and  sixty-two  additions 
to  the  B.P.,  1932  (contained  in  the  Sev- 
enth Addendum).    Other  drugs  described 
include  those  given  in  "  New  and  Non- 
Official   Remedies,"    1947.    Certain  anti- 
histaminics,  antimalarial,  antithyroid,  anal- 
gesic, and  other  drugs  considered  "  prom- 
ising "  are  also  included.   The  insecticides 
DDT  and  Gammexane,  and  the  rat  poison 
(described  as  a  "  raticide  ")  ANTU  are  also 
mentioned. 


answered  at  the  meeting.  No  comment 
was  offered  on  questions  about  a  cure  for 
the  common  cold ;  how  bulk  prescriptions 
are  priced ;  the  possibility  of  speeding  up 
the  pricing  of  N.H.S.  prescriptions ;  the 
value  of  the  Branch  Representatives'  meet- 
ing held  at  the  same  time  as  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conference ;  the  place  of 
the  pharmacist  in  Civil  Defence ;  restric- 
tion or  the  limiting  of  the  number  of 
retail  premises. 

U.S.  DISPENSATORY 

Greater  emphasis  has  been  placed  on 
the  uses  of  drugs,  and  the  names  of  manu- 
facturers (chiefly  of  American  proprietaries) 
are  included.  In  accordance  with  the  style 
of  the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia,  the 
English  name  of  a  drug  is  given  first  and 
the  Latin  second  throughout.  In  addition, 
names  of  the  drugs  in  French,  Spanish, 
Italian  or  German  Pharmacopoeias  are 
given,  though  the  standards  of  the  prepara- 
tions in  those  pharmacopoeias  are  not 
necessarily  the  same  as  those  described  in 
the  Dispensatory.  Against  drugs  used  in 
veterinary  medicine  is  put  a  letter  V  in 
black  square.  To  aid  reference,  details  of 
drugs  are  given  in  uniform  sequence  (source 
or  manufacturing  process  and  historical 
data;  official  description  and  solubilities; 
summary  of  official  standards  and  tests; 
summary  of  methods  of  assay ;  chemical 
constituents ;  adulterants ;  incompatibili- 
ties; therapeutic  uses;  toxicology;  dosage; 
storage  and  labelling  directions ;  list  of 
official  preparations).  Throughout  the  text 
appear  articles  on  groups  of  related  prin- 
ciples and  preparations  and  on  topics  of 
interest  to  the  health  professions,  including 
pu,  indicators  (two  pages)  and  volumetric 
solutions  (nine  pages).  Of  use  primarily 
to  doctors  is  a  20-pp.  section  on  clinical 
laboratory  reagents  summarised  from  the 
U.S.P.  and  U.S.N.F. 

260  Additional  Drugs 

Vol.  2,  which  has  its  own  index, 
deals  with  172  of  the  new  titles  in  the 
U.S.P.  XIV  and  the  U.S.N.F.  IX  and 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  1948,  together 
with  eighty-eight  non-official  drugs  chosen 
on  a  similar  basis  to  those  in  Volume  i. 
Part  7  covers  eighteen  new  antihistaminic 
drugs,  cortisone,  ATCH,  methonium  com- 
pounds, fohc  acid  antagonists,  etc.

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IRISH  PHARMACEUTICAL  STUDENTS 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  Irish  Pharma- 
ceutical Students'  Association  was  held  in 
Dublin  recently.  Mr.  M.  J.  Gostello 
(vice-president,  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Ireland)  moved  the  adoption  of  the  presi- 
dent's report  and  described  the  Society's 
new  educational  scheme  (see  C.  &  D., 
August  4,  p.  159).  The  existing  method 
under  which  most  Vf  the  students  had  to 
do  their  lectures  at  night,  after  a  heavy 
day's  work  in  a  pharmacy,  placed  too  great 
a  burden  on  the  student.  Mr.  Gostello 
congratulated  the  Association  on  the  cap- 
able president  they  had  during  the  year 
and  said  that  the  Gouncil  of  the  Society 
was  always  ready  to  give  a  hearing  to  any 
suggestions  or  proposals  put  forward  by 
the  students'  body. 

Students  Addressed  in  Irish 

Mr.  p.  O'Briain,  Gork  (president  of  the 
Association),  addressing  the  meeting  (he 
gave  the  first  part  of  his  address  in  Irish) 
expressed  the  sympathy  of  the  students  on 
the  death  of  the  late  Mr.  P.  G.  Gahill, 
whom  he  described  as  "  a  great  friend  and 
guide  of  the  Students'  Association,"  He 
conveyed  the  students'  good  wishes  to  the 
new  president  and  vice-president  of  the 
Society  and  thanked  the  outgoing  presi- 
dent (Mr.  T.  G.  Scott)  for  his  interest  in 
student  affairs.  During  the  year  ten  meet- 
ings of  the  students'  council  and  a  number 
of  subcommittee  meetings  were  held.  Lec- 
tures were  given  by  Irish  and  foreign 
speakers.  There  were  also  film  shows  and 
one  open  foriim.  The  "  Pharmacy  Stu- 
dent "  appeared  at  Ghristmas,  but  despite 
the  work  that  went  into  its  preparation  it 
met  with  a  poor  reception,  and  there  was  a 
loss  of  over  £8  on  the  issue,  due  mainly  to 
the  number  of  unsold  copies.  An  invitation 
had  been  received  to  attend  the  Gonfer- 
ence  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Stu- 
dents' Association,  but  the  Association  were 
unable  to  send  a  delegate  as  they  had 
received  only  four  days'  notice.  Referring 
to  a  visit  of  an  Irish  delegation  to  the 
camp  and  conference  held  by  the  Inter- 
national Pharmaceutical  Students'  Federa- 
tion in  1950,  Mr.  O'Briain  said  the  high- 
light was  the  educational  symposium.  In 
most  countries,  it  was  shown,  the  tendency 
was  to  reduce  the  period  of  apprenticeship 
and  increase  the  time  devoted  to  profes- 
sional training,  a  course  which,  he  thought, 
Ireland  coiild  profitably  follow.  He 
thanked  the  members  of  the  Gouncil  for 


their  co-operation  during  the  year.  Mr.  T. 
G.  Scott,  seconding  the  adoption  of  Mr. 
O'Briain's  report,  said  that  the  apprentice 
of  today  was  "  spoonfed  "  by  comparison 
with  the  apprentice  of  his  own  day. 

Treasurer's  Report 

Mr.  J.  Glee  SON,  moving  the  adoption 
of  the  treasurer's  report,  presented  by  Miss 
R.  Murphy,  said  he  regretted  to  hear  that 
there  was  a  falling-off  in  membership. 
'The  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Gouncil  had 
a  similar  problem,  since  there  were  still 
many  chemists  who  did  not  support  their 
own  Society  by  becoming  members.  In  his 
experience  the  student  who  supported  the 
Association  later  became  a  loyal  supporter 
of  the  Society  when  he  qualified.  Mr.  G, 
G.  O'Neill  seconding,  said  it  was  a  great 
pleasure  to  hear  the  president  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Students'  Association 
address  them  in  Irish. 

Mr.  J.  G.  Goleman  (registrar  of  the 
Society)  assured  the  students  of  his  co- 
operation and  mentioned  that  future  stu- 
dents at  Shrewsbury  Road  would  be  ex- 
amined in  the  laboratories  in  which  they 
had  carried  out  their  studies.  That,  he 
thought,  would  be  a  great  help.  The  fol- 
lowing were  elected  to  the  students'  coun- 
cil for  1952  :  Messrs.  P.  S.  O'Briain,  Gork  ;

.  casual  glance,  seem  identical  year  by 
■ear  are  in  fact  annually  submitted  to 
crutiny  and  modified  according  to  legisla- 
ive,  administrative  or  elective  changes 
hat  have  taken  place  between  each  new 
edition  and  the  preceding  one.  And  the 
'ook  is  known  to  be  in  daily  use  for  re- 
erence  or  entry  by  most  of  those  to  whom 
opies  go.  Indeed,  the  Diary  is  so  greatly 
ought  after  that  the  reserve  of  copies  put 
)y  for  ew  subscribers  proves  nearly  every 
'ear  to  fall  short  of  the  need. 

This  year  the  entries  in  the  Trade 
directory  and  Buyers'  Guide  sections  are 
nore  numerous  than  ever.  Small  wonder 
hat  so  many  turn  first  to  that  unique 
ource  of  trade  information — and  are 
eldom  disappointed. 

In  the  selection  of  literary  contents  the 
lims  are  to  give  as  recurrent  features  (i). 
eference  information  on  details  of  the 
National  Health  Service,  the  poisons  regu- 
ations,  taxation,  etc.,  and  (2)  directories 
)f  professional  and  trade  organisations 
ithis  year  including  for  the  first  time  the 
iddresses  of  clerks  of  Executive  Councils); 
ind  as  occasional  features  ir«formation  that 
las  a  rather  longer  currency,  so  that  once 
t  has  been  given  there  is  no  need  to  re- 


peat it,  at  least  for  a  period.  That  prin- 
ciple makes  it  wise  to  retain  one's  diary 
for  some  years  so  as  to  be  able,  it  may  be, 
to  refer  to  the  regulations  governing  the 
sale  of  spirits  or  to  rehearse  the  steps  to  be 
taken  in  forming  a  limited  company.  This 
year  the  principal  such  inclusions  are  a 
table  setting  out  the  first  aid  treatments 
for  poisonings,  according  to  the  accepted 
methods  of  voluntary  ambulance  associa- 
tions, and  a  bibliography  of  reference 
books  on  pharmacy  and  allied  sciences. 

In  a  slightly  different  category  are  the 
rates  of  pay  for  pharmacists  and  assistants 
in  Great  Britain,  which  we  give  hopefully, 
knowing  that  there  is  always  a  likelihood 
they  may  become  obsolete  during  the  cur- 
rency of  the  book.  As  the  publication  of 
a  year-book  is  inevitably  of  the  nature 
of  hopeful  travel  rather  than  of  arrival, 
we  merely  append  the  advice  to  users  to 
watch  for  changes  during  the  months 
ahead  and  to  insert  their  own  corrections 
where  necessary.  We  take  the  opportunity 
to  wish  all  Diary  users  a  year  of  reward- 
ing entries. 

Reform,  but  Not  Enough 

Recent  adverse  publicity  given  to  the  tab- 
let disintegration  test  of  the  British  Phar- 
macopoeia (see  C.  &  D.,  October  6,  pp. 
455  and  462)  has  been  quickly  followed  by 
an  amendment  (see  p.  802)  which  will  be 
welcomed  by  makers  and  dispensers  of  tab- 
lets alike.  The  amendment  cedes  that 
tablets  of  admissible  quality  may  not  break 
up  spontaneously  under  the  conditions  of 
the  former  test — a  point  brought  out  by 
the  pharmaceutical  service  committee  of  the 
London  Executive  diouncil  in  cases  that 
came  before  it.  Unfortunately  the  amend- 
ment does  not  go  far  enough.  It  makes  no 
attempt,  for  example,  to  define  "  disinte- 
gration," yet  it  was  the  absence  of  a  defi- 
nition to  which  the  supplier,  a  well-known 
manufacturer,  drew  attention  in  the  cases 
referred  to. 

Further,  another  equivocal  term — "  slight 
touch  "- — has  been  introduced.  Possibly 
the  test,  if  applied  with  reasonableness, 
may  prove  workable.  It  is  a  matter  for 
regret,  however,  that  while  a  change  was 
being  made  the  opportunity  was  not  taken 
to  adopt  a  more  carefully  controlled  and 
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specified  test,  particularly  as  such  a  test 
exists.  In  the  United  States,  for  example, 
the  amount  of  agitation  is,  in  the  official 
test,  carefully  controlled  mechanically, 
and  provision  for  the  admissible  disintegra- 
tion into  small  particles  is  met  by  the  use 
in  the  apparatus  of  a  wire-gauge  screen 
of  specified  mesh.  "  Subjective  "  evidence 
is  also  reduced  to  a  minimum  by  the  rul- 
ing that  tablets  that  have  left  "  substan- 
tially no  residue  on  the  screen  "  are  to  be 
considered  as  "  completely  disintegrated." 
Whether  or  not  the  American  test  is  quite  so 
stringent  as  the  British  may  be  in  question, 
but  it  at  least  has  the  advantage  that  it  can 
be  used  more  equitably  in  disputes.  How 
the  amended  British  test  works  in  practice 
should  be  closely  watched,  with  a  view  to 
its  being  again  remodelled  until  a  satis- 
factory statutory  standard  is  evolved. 

Drive  for  Dollars  Renewed 

When  the  former  Dollar  Exports  Board 
was  wound  up  in  June  it  was  succeeded 
by  a  purely  advisory  Dollar  Exports  Ad- 
visory Council.  But  the  dollar  situation 
deteriorated  and  it  became  obvious  that 
something  more  than  advisory  functions 
were  needed  to  cope  with  the  position. 

So  a  new  Dollar  Exports  Council  has 
been  formed  on  a  wider  and  stronger  basis. 
It  has  been  formed  by  industry  itself  with 
the  full  support  of  the  Government. 
Among  its  members  are  some  of  the  most 
prominent  British  industrialists  with  wide 
experience  of  the  North  American  markets, 
and  high-level  officials  of  the  Treasury, 
Board  of  Trade  and  Ministry  of  Supply 
are  holding  themselves  in  readiness  to  join 
in  the  discussions  o/  the  Council  in  all 
matters  in  which  Government  policy  is 
involved.  On  the  other  side  of  the  Atlantic 
leading  businessmen  in  Canada  and  the 
U.S.A.  have  been  appointed  overseas  mem- 
bers. In  this  country  an  executive  com- 
mittee has  been  formed,  and  a  whole-time 
chief  executive  is  being  appointed.  The 
chairman  is  Sir  William  Rootes.  The  scope 
of  the  new  body  was  outlined  by  a  spokes- 
man of  the  Council  in  a  statement  to  the 
Prfess.  He  said  "  We  realise  that  in  pre- 
sent conditions  the  difficulties  are  great 
and  that  in  some  trades  the  immediate 
problem  is  to  maintain  the  existing  volume 


of  sales  rather  than  increase  it.  We  hope 
that  firms  already  exporting  to  these  mar- 
kets will  come  and  discuss  their  problems 
with  us  and  we  also  want  to  give  every 
practical  encouragement  to  the  large 
number  of  firms  who  have  not  yet  entered 
the  markets."  The  secretary  is  Mr.  D. 
Widdowson  and  the  offices  are  at  41  Buck- 
ingham Palace  Road,  London,  S.W.i  (tele- 
phone: Whitehall  671 1). 

FIFTY  YEARS  AGO 

Jubilee  of  North  Brirish  Branch 

From  the  C.  &  D.,  December  21,  1901 
Many  suppose   that  the  [North  British] 
Branch  was  founded  as  a  result  of  Jacob 
Bell's  historical  provincial  peregrinations, 
but  so  far  as  Scotland  is  concerned  these 
happened  two  years  later.   The  Pharmacy 
Bill  of  1 85 1  seems  to  have  induced  the 
crystallisation  of  the  Branch.   There  had 
been  opposition  to  it  from  Scotland  on  the 
part  of  physicians  and  surgeons,  and  in 
July  of  that  year  meetings  of  chemists  and- 
druggists  were  held  in  Aberdeen  and  Edin- 
burgh, at  which  resolutions  were  passed 
in  favour  of  a  Board  of  Examiners  for 
Scotland,  for  which   there  was  no  pro- 
vision in  the  Bill.    The  Lord  Advocate 
and  Sir  W.  G.  Craig,  M.P.,  moved  in  the 
matter,  and  the  necessary  clause  was  intro- 
duced. This  forced  the  situation.  On  Sep- 
tember 8  a  circular  was  issued  by  John 
Mackay,  in  which  it  was  stated  that  a 
meeting  of  the  Society  had  been  held  that 
day  at  73  Prince's  Street,  Mr.  John  Dun- 
can presiding,  whereat  a  communication 
was  read  from  the  Society  on  London  as 
to  the  establishment  of  a  Board  of  Exam- 
iners for  Scotland.   The  Scotch  members, 
who  had  increased  to  twenty-six  during 
the   decade,   proposed  a  board  of  four 
members.   A  meeting  was  called  for  Sep- 
tember 22,  at  which  Mr.  John  Duncan 
again  presided,  and  Mr.  Jacob  Bell  was 
present.   It  was  agreed  that  the  Board  of 
Examiners  should  number  eight,  and  they 
should  be  nominated  annually  at  a  general 
.meeting  of  the  members  resident  in  Scot- 
land to  be  held  in  Edinburgh,  and  the 
Board  would  meet  in  Edinburgh  four  times 
a  year  or  as  often  as  required.  The  Coun- 
cil of  the  Society  adopted  the  proposals 
on    December    3,    1851,    and  appointed 
Messrs.    H.   C.    Baildon,   John  Duncan, 
W.  R.  Davenport,  James  Gardner^  J.  F. 
Macfarlan,    John    Mackay,    and  James 
Robertson,  as  examiners.    The  Board  was 
recognised  by  the  Act. 
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OLD  ERRORS  AND  OLD  CORRECTIONS

rHE  efforts  of  an  author  to  correct, 
with  such  knowledge  as  was  available 
n  his  period,  what  he  regarded  as  errors 
ire  always  of  interest.  A  good  example 
Dccurs  in  the  published  works  of  James 
Primrose  (or  Primerose,  as  the  name  is 
sometimes  spelt).  Primrose  was  born  in 
ranee  of  Scottish  parents,  became  a 
Doctor  of  Medicine  at  Montpellier  in  1617 
nd  gained  the  corresponding  degree  at 
Dxford  in  1628;  a  year  later  he  was 
icensed  by  the  Royal  College  of  Physi- 
ians  of  London.  He  practised  in  Hull, 
where  he  died  in  1659.  In  the  year  when 
he  obtained  his  Oxford  M.D.,  WiUiam 
Harvey's  famous  book  on  the  circulation 
f  the  blood  appeared.  Primrose  opposed 
Harvey's  theory :  no  reply  is  recorded. 

This  attitude  to  "  De  Motu  Cordis  et 
anguinis "  might  give  us  the  impression 
that  his  critic  was  a  mere  reactionary  not 
worth  a  second  thought.  But  Primrose  was, 
according  to  his  capacity,  a  discriminating 
ommentator  of  the  medical  and  quasi- 
■nedical  ideas  of  his  day.    Of  the  three 
ooks  by  him  most  likely  to  be  consulted 
apothecaries,  two  were  translated  into 
English  by  Robert  Wittie,  M.D.  Oxon., 
contemporary  who  practised  in  Hull  and 
York,    removing    to    London    when  he 
retired.  One  of  these  books.  "Ars  Pharma- 
ceutica  Methodus  Brevissima  De  Eligendis 
Componendis  Medicinae  "  (1651)  has  re- 
mained untranslated.   A  look  through  its 
72  pages  discloses  nothing  outstanding  in 
ther  the  contents  or  their  arrangement; 
and  in   1651  physicians  and  apothecaries 
could  consult  other  treatises. 

A  Proprietary  Antimonial  Cup 

In  1640  a  pamphlet  entitled  "The  Anti- 
moniall  Gup  twice  cast :  Or,  A  TREATISE 
concerning  the  Antimoniall  Cup,  shewing 
the  abuse  thereof  "  appeared  with  Wittie's 
name  on  the  title-page;  he  was  there  des- 
cribed as  "  M.  A.  Philiatr."  Wittie  ex- 
plains, in  his  preface,  that  he  has  trans- 
lated Primrose's  "  Popular  Errours,"  to 
which  this  pamphlet  was  to  have  been 
added.  But,  he  continues,  it  has  been  pub- 
lished by  itself,  "  seeing  that  the  Impres- 
sion of  the  -aforesaid  Treatise  is  for  some 
reason  procrastinated  for  a  while;"  it 
"  shall  as  soone  as  may  be,  be  Pressed  to 
doe  thee  service;  meane  while  accept  of 
this  loving[ly],  expect  the  other  patiently, 
aa  it  is  tendered  willingly  by  him,  who  is

thine  in  any  friendly  office."    This  anti- 
monial   cup    was    a   proprietary  article, 
though  for  some  reason  or  reasons  the 
name  of  the  proprietor  is  not  mentioned 
by   Wittie,   nor   is   there   any  quotation 
from  the  advertisements.    Following  the 
clue  that  he  was  a  minister  of  religion, 
we  have  little  di^culty  in  identifying  him. 
As  was  recorded  in  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  Special  Issue  of  June  25,  1927, 
a  certain  John  Evans,  describing  himself 
as  "  Minister  and  Preacher  of  God's  Word, 
dwelling  neer  the  Golden  Lyon  in  Fetter- 
lane,"  issued  in    1634  and  afterwards  a 
pamphlet  entitled  "  The  Universal  Medi- 
cine :  or  the  Virtues  of  my  Magneticall  or 
Antimoniall  Cup  .  .  ."     The  publication 
was  dedicated  to  the  House  of  Commons. 
■  Evans's  cup  was  described,  in  florid  terms, 
as  "  animated  by  Coelestiall  Influences," 
and    as    distinct    from    "  the  common 
Regulus  of  Antimony,  whereof  the  violent 
and  pernitious  Antimoniall  Cups  are  com- 
monly made  and  vulgarly  vended."    A  list 
of    thirty-one   virtues   was   supported  by 
twelve  testimonials  and  particulars  of  loi 
cures.    Wine  kept  in  the  cup  for  twelve 
hours  in  a  moderate  heat  would,  it  was 
claimed,  retain  its  efficacy  for  a  month  if 
stored    in    glass    or    earthen    "  bottels." 
According   to   an    announcement  in  the 
London  "  Mercurius  Publicus  "  Mr.  Evans 
was  still  supplying  his  cups  in  1662. 

Claims  Disputed 

Primroses'  translator  went  straight  to 
the  point;  in  the  light  of  the  knowledge 
then  current,  he  stressed  the  dangerous 
nature  of  antimony  when  administered 
internally.  On  page  2  we  read  : 

"  Now  they  that  pry  into  the  nature 
of  Minerals  and  Mettals,  are  of  opinion 
that  Antimonie  doth  consist  of  crude 
and  very  impure  Sulphur,  Mercury,  and 
Arsenicke:  And  therefore  it  is  so  con- 
trary to  our  nature,  that  ...  it  doth 
even  in  the  least  quantity  that  may  be 
given,  offer  great  violence  to  the  intralls, 
and  doth  retaine  its  malignant  quality, 
which  can  scarce  be  taken  away  by  any 
infusions  .  .  .  Hence  many  grave  Physi- 
tians,  as  Fernelius,  Riolanus,  Gesnerus, 
and  the  whole  Colledge  of  Physitians  at 
Paris,  doe  utterly  dislike  the  internall 
use  thereof  ..." 
It  appears  that  Mr.  Evans's  cup  must  have 
been    a    remunerative    side-line,    for  the 
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cost  of  replacing  a  broken  cup  by  a  new 
one  was  los.  Comment  in  the  pamphlet  is 
severe :  "  This  is  the  best  trick  of  all  his 
booke,  a  pound  of  antimony  unprepared  is 
hardly  worth  above  sixe-pence  in  the 
Druggisters  Shop  .  .  .  Besides,  when  the 
cup  is  broken,  the  vertues  are  not  broken, 
the  pieces  being  steeped  doe  retaine  the 
same  vertue  .  .  ."  The  internal  use  of 
antimony  is  not  condemned  outright  by 
our  author;  but  only  a  physician,  he  de- 
clares, can  adapt  the  remedy  to  the 
patient. 

Primrose's  **  Procrastinated  '*  Book 

The  "  procrastinated  "  treatise  by  Prim- 
rose, translated  by  1640,  did  not  appear 
till   1 65 1,    This  volume,  comprising  461 
pages  and  the  customary  dedication,  table 
of    contents    and    other    adjuncts,  bore 
Wittie's    name    and   the    title    "  Popular 
Errours.   Or  the  Errours  of  the  People  in 
Physick,  First  written  in  Latine  by  the 
learned  Physitian  James  Primrose  Doctor 
in  Physick  ..."    Wittie's  address  to  the 
"  courteous "  reader,  dated  December  2, 
1650,    makes    "the    Distractions    of  the 
times  "  responsible  for  the  delay  in  print- 
ing :  those  events,  it  will  be  remembered, 
included  the  civil  war.    The  last  of  the 
10 1  chapters  of  the  book  is  a  shorter  ver- 
sion of  the  pamphlet  of  1640  on  the  pro- 
prietary  antimonial   cup.    Treatment  of 
popular  ideas  varies.  Some  are  stigmatised 
a3  errors;  others  are  dismissed  as  doubtful 
but  harmless.  Quacks,  among  whom  John 
Evans  was  no  doubt  included  by  implica- 
tion,   are    severely    censured;    but  three 
classes  of  lay  practitioners  are  exempted 
from    this    designation,    namely,    "  those 
manuall    Operatists,    that    cut    for  the 
Stone   ...  as  also  such  as  couch  the 
Cataract,  and  those  that  cut  for  the  Rup- 
ture; for  they  are  lawfull  Artificers  .  .  ." 
The    author's    reflections    may   for  con- 
venience be  grouped  in  two  classes:  (i) 
Statements  on  subjects  not  truly  definable 
as  popular  errors,  and   (2)  comments  on 
ideas  of  a  superstitious  nature  or  tendency. 

Professional  Opinions 

An  entertaining  definition  of  chemistry 
— one  wonders  what  Boyle  may  have 
thought  of  it — is  given  :  Chymistry  is  not 
an  art  of  its  owne  kinde,  but  meeriy  a 
preparation  of  medicaments,  and  there- 
fore in  proper  speaking  belongs  to  that 
part  of  Physick  called  Pharmacie  .  . 
Relations  between  physicians  and  apothe- 
caries are  discussed   under   the  heading 


"  Whether  a  Physician  may  make  up  his  ' 
owne  Medicines,  or  no."    The  author  is 
of  opinion  that  the  custom  of  having  pre- 
scriptions   dispensed    by    an  apothecary 
"  hath  been  in  force  ever  since  Galens 
time  .  .  .  Yet  nothing  hinders,  but  physi- 
cians, when  they  please,  may  prepare  their 
own  remedies.  But  because  something  must 
be  yielded  to  place  and  custome  .  .  .  the 
Physician  will  have  nothing  for  sale,  but 
he  may  compound  some  speciall  medicines 
for  himselfe,  the  rest  are  to  be  committed 
to   the  care  of  the  honest  and  diligent 
Apothecary."    A  reference  to  the  bezoar 
stone  shows   that  the  alleged  virtues  of 
this  costly  medicament,  then  official  in  the 
Pharmacopoeia  Londinensis,  were  not  con- 
firmed in  practice.    (The  French  surgeon 
Pare    had   denied    their    efficacy  several 
years  earlier).    Primrose  gives  his  medical 
colleagues  the  benefit  of  his  experience : 
"  From  what  hath  been  already  said,  it  is  ' 
manifest  that  too  much  credit  ought  not 
to  be  given  to  this  stone.  I  have  very  often 
given    it    to   my    Patients,   but   I  never 
perceived  any  of  those  effects  which  are 
attributed    unto    it."     He   suggests  that 
counterfeits  abound,  genuine  stones  being 
admittedly  rare,  and  adds :  "  My  counsell 
is,  that  it  be  prescribed  only  for  rich  men, 
and  not  for  others  that  are  not  able  to 
undergoe    the    charge,    and    that    it  bee 
always  administred  in  a  large  dose." 

Popular  Ideas 

As  a  rule,  each  popular  idea  selected 
is  headed  by  the  author's  opinion  on  it — 
for  example :  "  That  red  clothes  are  not 
to  bee  preferred  before  others,  for  the 
voyding  of  measils."  Some  of  his  com- 
ments are  shrewd.  Writing  on  the  consul- 
tation of  "  the  stars  "  before  bleeding  or 
purging,  he  remarks  that  if  all  the  pre- 
cautions of  astrologers  were  taken,  "  there 
would  be  no  time  left  for  Physick."  On 
the  harmlessness  of  mercury  taken  per  se, 
he  cites  Dioscorides  as  of  opinion  that  it 
harms  "  only  by  reason  of  its  weight  and 
ponderositie,"  with  the  inference  that 
doses  should  be  small.  Spanish  physicians 
regard  it,  he  states,  as  a  most  excellent 
antidote  for  children  who  are  bewitched. 
On  the  evidence  of  Sir  Thomas  Browne, 
we  may  accept  another  physician's  belief 
in  the  existence  of  witches  as  orthdox. 
Primrose  knew  that  gold  is  insoluble  in 
domestic  broth,  and  enlivens  his  declara- 
tion "  That  gold  is  in  vaine  boyled  in 
broth  for  them  that  are  in  a  Consumption" 
by  an  anecdote :    "  Not  long  since,  the 
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)od  man  Daniel  Sennertus  ,  .  .  being 
iceived  by  a  German  sycophant,  wrote 
lat  a  hen  being  crammed  a  whole 
oneth  with  leafe  gold,  doth  so  perfectly 
irn  the  gold  into  her  owne  substance, 
lat  three  pure  golden  lines,  as  if  they 
ere  drawne  by  a  workman,  may  be  scene 
her  breast  .  .  ."  He  is  sceptical  about 
le  remedial  value  of  weapon-salve  and  of 
e  touch  of  the  "  seventh  sonne  "  for  the 
ng's  evil;  and  he  notes  with  significant 
evity  that  a  gentleman  of  his  acquaint- 
ice  paid  £20  for  a  recipe  for  electuarium 
nitivum,  regarding  it  as  a  great  secret, 
ccasionally  he  sits  on  the  fence  :  apply- 
g  "  young  whelps  and  pigeons "  to  the 
les  of  the  feet  may,  he  writes,  do  a 
tie  good  "  and  cannot  doe  hurt."  But 
has  no  sympathy  with  fastidious 
atients.  Claiming  that  medicines  are  (in 
540)  much  less  nauseous  than  formerly, 
comments :  "  What  shall  we  say  then 
the  frowardnesse  of  the  sick  in  this 


age,  who  though  they  have  more  tooth- 
some and  pleasant  remedies  administred  to 
them,  then  [i.e.,  than]  our  forefathers  had, 
doe  neverthelesse  detest  Physick  for  its 
unpleasantnesses,  and  had  rather  lye  long 
under  a  disease,  than  be  cured  with  a  very 
few  remedies."  Remembering  the  formulas 
for  some  official  medicines  then  current, 
we  may  think  that  there  was  at  least 
something  to  be  said  .from  the  patients' 
point  of  view. 

We  may  wonder  why  Primrose,  the  pos- 
sessor of  an  Oxford  degree  and  a  London 
diploma,  did  not  make  his  own  translation 
of  what  he  had  written  in  Latin.  A  pos- 
sible explanation  is  that,  born  and  edu- 
cated in  France,  he  was  not  certain  of 
expressing  himself  well  enough  in  English. 
Another  question  arising  is  whether  there 
is  any  connection  between  this  writer's 
"  Popular  Errours  "  and  the  "Psuedo- 
doxia  Epidemica  "  of  Sir  Thomas  Browne, 
published  in  1646.

This 
new  addition  to  the  familiar  "  Aids  "  series 
defines  pharmaceutical  chemistry  as  "  the 
chemistry  of  the  [1948]  British  Pharma- 
copoeia," and  presents  its  material  in  the 
same  order  as  in  that  publication.  The  first 
309  pages  are  concerned  with  official 
monographs,  and  the  remainder  summarise 
the  B.P.  appendices  concerned  with  indi- 
cators, pH  determination,  qualitative  and 
limit  tests. 

Chemical  Indicators.  —  O.  Tomicek, 
Ph.D.  9!  X  6  in.  Pp.  236.  21s.  Butter- 
worth's  Scientific  Publications,  Ltd.,  Bell 
Yard,  Temple  Bar,  London,  W.C.2. 
Directed  to  academic  or  industrial  chem- 
ists or  students  preparing  for  a  professional 
examination  in  chemistry,  this  book  ex- 
plains the  theory,  and  gives  information  on 
the  practical  use,  of  the  chemical  indica- 
tors used  in  neutralisation  analysis,  oxi- 
dation-reduction, adsorption,  and  fluores- 
cence analysis  and  on  the  colorimetric 
determination  of  pH.  Methods  of  perform- 
ing calculations  are  explained  and  many 
worked  examples  are  given.  There  are 
numerous  diagrams,  structural  formulae, 
graphs  and  tables.  The  treatment  is  not 
too  complicated  to  be  of  value  to  less 
advanced  students. 
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EDINBURGH  OPENS  ITS  HUNDREDTH  SESSION 


The  opening  meeting  of  the  session  of  the 
Scottish  Department  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  was  held  in  Edinburgh  on  Novem- 
ber 1 6,  Mr.  H.  T.  Thomas  (chairman  of 
the  Scottish  Executive)  presiding. 

The  Chairman  drew  attention  to  the 
fact  that  the  meeting  commenced  the  hun- 
dredth session  of  evening  scientific  meet- 
ings of  the  Society  in  Edinburgh  and  in- 
troduced Professor  G.  F.  Marrian  (pro- 
fessor of  chemistry  in  relation  to  medicine, 
Edinburgh  University),  who  gave  an  ad- 
dress on  "  Recent  Work  on  the  Adrenocor- 
tical Hormones  "  of  which  the  following  is 
an  abstract. 

Different  Uses  of  Cortisone 

The  use  of  cortisone  and  other  adreno- 
cortical hormones  in  the  treatment  of  Ad- 
dison's disease  and  the  use  of  cortisone  in 
the  treatment  of  rheumatoid  arthritis  and 
related  conditions  must  be  distinguished. 
In  Addison's  disease  treatment  consists  of 
making  good  a  deficiency  of  hormones.  In 
rheumatoid  arthritis  and  related  conditions 
there  is,  so  far  as  is  known,  no  deficiency 
of  the  endogenous  adrenocortical  hor- 
mones, and  treatment  involves  the  produc- 
tion of  an  effect  in  the  diseased  tissues  by 
an  unnatural  excess  of  the  hormone — the 
action  of  cortisone  is  pharmacological 
rather  than  physiological.  A  common  fea- 
ture in  many  diseases  which  respond  to 
cortisone  is  an  inflammatory  condition  in 
connective  tissues  or  in  other  tissues  de- 
rived from  the  primitive  mesoderm.  Cor- 
tisone exerts  its  beneficial  effects  by  sup- 
pressing the  inflammatory  symptoms  in  the 
mesenchymal  tissues.  In  experimental  ani- 
mals it  will  inhibit  the  normal  inflamma- 
tory response  in  mesenchymal  tissues  to  a 
variety  of  injurious  substances  such  as  tur- 
pentine, formaldehyde,  and  bacterial 
toxins.  This  is  not  without  its  dangers. 
During  prolonged  treatment  of  a  chronic 
disease  with  cortisone,  symptoms  of  an 
acute  and  perhaps  more  dangerous  disease 
may  be  suppressed  and  pass  unnoticed. 
Such  cases  have  been  reported,  e.g.,  symp- 
toms of  peritonitis  suppressed  in  rheuma- 
toid arthritis  during  cortisone  treatment. 
Also  wound  healing  is  delayed — due  per- 
haps to  an  inhibiting  action  of  cortisone  in 
the  formation  of  new  connective  tissue. 
Carbohydrate  metabolism  may  be  inter- 
fered with  to  the  point  where  a  diabetic 
state  develops  In  females  male  secondary 
sexual  characteristics  may  develop.  These 
undesirable  effects  can  be  minimised  by 


careful  regulation  of  the  daily  dosage,  but 
prolonged  treatment  with  it  may  always 
be  accompanied  by  risk.  The  risk  on  short- 
term  treatment  of  acute  diseases  such  as 
rheumatic  fever  will  be  less. 

From  a  biochemical  standpoint  one  of 
the  most  interesting  and  challenging  facts 
about  the  adrenocortical  hormones  is  the 
multiplicity  of  physiological  and  pharma- 
cological effects  they  are  able  to  produce. 
Cortisone  promotes  sodium  retention  and 
potassium  excretion.  It  influences  carbo- 
hydrate metabolism  by  promoting  gluco- 
neogenesis  from  protein.  In  some  clinical 
conditions  it  promotes  uric  acid  excretion 
and  so  it  may  have  a  role  in  purine  meta- 
bolism. It  will  cause  a  rapid  atrophy  of 
lymphoid  tissues.  One  is  tempted  to  specu- 
late that  cortisone  interacts  with  a  chemi- 
cal grouping  present  in  a  number  of  dif- 
ferent enzymes.  To  understand  the  effects 
of  cortisone  (and  of  the  other  adrenocorti- 
cal hormones),  their  action  must  be  studied 
by  in  vitro  experiments  with  tissue  pre- 
parations and  isolated  enzyme  systems. 

When  it  is  known  how  cortisone  works 
cheaper  substitutes  may  come  to  be  made. 
Chromatographic  experiments  have  sug- 
gested that  progesterone  may  be  the  im- 
mediate C21  precursor  of  the  adrenocortical 
hormones  in  the  gland.  Pincus  and  his 
co-workers  provided  proof  of  the  formation 
of  the  adrenocortical  hormones  from 
cholesterol  by  perfusing  glands  with  chol- 
esterol labelled  with  radioactive  C"  at 
position  3.  They  were  able  to  isolate 
labelled  adrenocortical  hormones  from  the 
perfusate. 

Problems  of  Synthesis 

It  is  unlikely  that  sufficient  cortisone 
to  satisfy  the  world  demand  could  be  ob- 
tained by  partial  synthesis  from  deoxy- 
cholic  acid  even  if  the  yield  were  to  be 
greatly  improved — the  world  supply  of 
deoxycholic  acid  is  not  large  enough. 
Total  synthesis  of  steroids  poses  a  tremen- 
dous problem  for  the  organic  chemist.  The 
total  synthesis  of  cortisone  has,  however, 
been  achieved  by  Woodward  at  Harvard 
and  by  a  group  in  the  Syntex  Laboratories 
in  Mexico.  Total  synthesis  is  difficult  and 
the  product  may  for  some  time  be  even 
more  expensive  than  that  produced  by 
partial  synthesis  from  deoxycholic  acid. 
It  is  even  possible  that  the  total  synthetic 
product  may  never  be  able  to  compete 
in  price  with  the  partly  synthetic,  partly 
natural,  product. 
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VICE-PRESIDENT  AT  TEES-SIDE 


^  MEETING  of  the  Tees-side  Branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  held  in  Stockton- 
)n-Tees  on  November  14  heard  an  address 
)y  Mr.  W.  J.  Tristram  (vice-president  of 
he  Society)  entitled  "  In  my  View."  Mr. 
Tristram  paid  tribute*  to  the  "  new 
ipproach  and  team-work  shown  by  the  new 
Vlinister  of  Health."  That  attitude  was,  he 
uggested,  more  conducive  to  willing  co- 
)peration  from  chemist  contractors.  Econ- 
Dmies  in  prescribing  could  be  effected  with- 
out hardship  to  the  patient,  whose  welfare 
ust  be  the  primary  consideration.  The 
ouncil,  he  said,  recognised  the  need  for 
'  making  haste  slowly "  in  regard  to  the 
(I  I  advertising  of  dispensing  services.  Following 
suggestions  received  from  the  Statutory 
Committee,  the  Council  had  tabled  an 
amendment  to  the  Statement  on  Matters  of 
Professional  Conduct.  That  amendment 
was  unexpectedly  referred  back  for  further 
consideration  at  the  annual  general  meeting 
and  so  the  whole  position  would  now  be 
reviewed  in  the  course  of  a  complete  re- 
vision of  the  Statement.  Machinery  for 
dealing  with  business  associations  between 
chemists  and  doctors  was  much  more  active 
on  the  pharmaceutical  side.  A  recent  case 
before  the  Statutory  Committee  had  re- 
sulted in  a  judgment  of  the  greatest  sig- 
nificance in  cases  where  questions  of  col- 
lusion arose.  The  Council  did  not  intend 
to  ban  the  sale  of  contraceptives  by  mem- 
bers, but  their  unrestricted  display  should 
be    discouraged.     The    Council  sought 


authority  to  include  in  the  Statement  a 
paragraph  enabling  them  to  forbid  their 
display.  There  was  a  growing  tendency  to 
display,  in  shops,  advertising  material  that 
would  not  satisfy  the  requirements  of  the 
newspaper  publishers.  He  drew  attention 
to  the  standards  laid  down  by  the  Chem- 
ists Federation  with  regard  to  advertising. 

Mr,  Tristram  suggested  that,  to  a  certain 
extent,  the  situation  concerning  superinten- 
dents of  corporate  bodies  had  got  out  of 
hand.  The  Council  had  always  intended 
that  such  superintendents  should  be  in 
active  control  of  the  business.  The  Council 
intended  to  draw  up  a  model  agreement 
to  cover  the  contract  between  superinten- 
dent pharmacists  and  the  respective  pro- 
prietors. The  intake  of  students  was,  at 
present,  adequate  to  maintain  the  Register 
but  man-power  in  the  future  might  be  dis- 
sipated in  opening  new  pharmacies.  That 
factor  would  emphasise  the  reliance  placed 
on  unqualified  assistants.  In  a  discussion 
Mr.  Tristram  stated  that  the  supply  of 
unqualified  male  staff  was  "  drying  up." 
He  posed  two  further  questions :  — "  Would 
some  form  of  limited  recognition  do  more 
than  regularise  the  situation  already  ob- 
taining today?  "  and  "  Does  the  present 
high  standard  of  pharmaceutical  education 
provide  a  gap  which  cannot  be  bridged 
between  the  qualified  person  and  the 
trained  technician?  "  A  vote  of  thanks  was 
moved  by  Mr.  J.  Holt  and  seconded  by 
Mr.  D'A.  a.  Bray. 


MICROSCOPY-IN-INDUSTRY  EXHIBITION 


An  exhibition,  entitled  "  How  Industry  is 
Using  the  Microscope,"  organised  by  the 
industrial  section  of  the  Royal  Microscopi- 
cal Society,  was  held  in  London  on  No^ 
vember  21.  A  pharmacognostical  exhibit 
by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain,  at  which  Dr.  T.  E.  Wallis  was  in 
attendance,  explained  how  Phytolacca  leaf 
can  be  detected  as  a  fraudulent  substitute 
for  belladonna  by  microscopical  examina- 
tion of  the  calciimi  oxalate  crystal  cell- 
content.  Herts  Pharmaceuticals,  Ltd., 
showed  photomicrographs  of  complex 
water-in-oil  emulsions.  Three  of  the  plates 
showed  progressive  deterioration  of  an 
emulsion  on  storage  and  one  demonstrated 
an  emulsion  within  an  emulsion.  On  the 
slide  from  which  that  photomicrograph 
was  taken  the  oil  globules  in  the  infier 
emulsion  exhibited  Brownian  movement. 


Periodical  microscopical  tests  of  emulsion 
products  are  made.  A  slide  of  the 
mould  Fusarium  (a  source  of  slime  in 
cooling  towers),  showing  the  characteristic 
multicellular  conidia,  was  exhibited  by  Im- 
perial Chemical  Industries,  Ltd.  Thin  sec- 
tions of  anhydrite  (CaSd — a  raw  material 
for  sulphur)  from  the  company's  Billing- 
ham  mine,  were  also  shown  to  demonstrate 
how  impure  stone  of  high  silica  content 
can  be  detected  by  observation  of  limonite 
staining  immediately  below  the  working  face. 
Large  photomicrographs  by  the  research 
department  at  Epsom  of  the  Distillers  Co., 
Ltd.,  illustrated  control  of  the  manufacture 
of  baking  yeast  by  examination  of  the 
budding  of  yeast  cells.  Research  into  cross- 
breeding of  existing  yeasts  to  produce 
better  varieties  was  demonstrated  by  photo- 
micrographs of  the  formation  of  ascospores, 
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dissection  of  asci,  pairing  of  spores,  and 
conjugation  of  two  ascospores  to  form  a 
hybrid.  In  marked  contrast  to  the  shining 
chromium  of  modern  microscopes,  a  brass 
binocular  instrument  purchased  by  Whit- 
bread  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  at  Pasteur's  suggestion, 
was  on  show.  The  British  Drug  Houses, 
Ltd.,  showed  slides  of  mesenteric  mem- 
brane, liver  cells  and  reticular  fibres  as 
examples  of  stainings  designed  to  test 
microscopical  stains  for  the  purpose  to 
which  they  are  likely  to  be  put  in  prac- 
tice. Glaxo  Laboratories,  Ltd.,  demon- 
strated antibiotic  research  and  production 
control  as  well  as  the  use  of  the  micro- 
scope in  the  late  stages  of  extraction  of 
antibiotics  and  vitamin  B12  by  identifica- 


tion of  the  crystal  formations.  The  ag- 
glutination of  a  culture  of  Leptospira 
icterohcemorrhagice  by  the  serum  of 
patients  suffering  from  Weil's  disease  as 
used  for  diagnostic  purposes  was  demon- 
strated by  The  Wellcome  Research  Insti- 
tution. Examples  of  tests  of  stains  and 
mountants  and  the  microscopical  charac- 
teristics of  the  diatomaceous  earths  used 
as  filter  beds  for  certain  microscopical 
materials  were  shown  by  George  T.  Gurr, 
Ltd.  Electron  micrographs  and  photomi- 
crographs of  photographic  emulsions  were 
exhibited  by  Kodak,  Ltd.  A  microscopical 
study  of  detergent  action  was  staged  by 
the  British  Launderers'  Research  Associa- 
tion. 


END  OF  THE  CHEMISTS'  DENTAL  SOCIETY 


The  Chemists'  Dental  Society,  founded 
in  1 9 10,  was  dissolved  at  a  meeting  held 
in  London  on  November  i.  At  that  meet- 
ing THE  Chairman  (Mr.  G.  C.  C.  Hinton) 
referred  to  the  amalgamation  with  the 
British  Dental  Association  of  other  dental 
organisations.  It  had,  he  said,  been 
smoothly  carried  out.  The  Chemists'  Den- 
tal Society  had  justified  its  existence,  and 
fully  discharged  the  objects  for  which  it 
had  been  formed.  At  the  meeting  a  resolu- 
tion was  passed  donating  out  of  the  re- 
maining bank  balance  the  sum  of  £100  to 
the  British  Dental  Association's  Benevolent 
Fund,  and  the  remainder  to  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society's  Benevolent  Fund. 

Founded  at  C.  &  D.  Office 

It  is  of  interest  to  recall  that  the  Society 
was  founded  at  the  offices  of  The  Chemist 
AND  Druggist,  then  at  42  Cannon  Street, 
London,  E.G. 3.  In  the  year  19 10  the 
British  Dental  Association  drafted  a  Bill 
to  amend  the  Dentists  Act,  1878,  whereby 
dental  practice  was  to  be  reserved  to  cer- 
tain specified  persons.  Among  persons  not 
to  be  allowed — under  the  Bill —  to  prac- 
tise dentistry  was  "  anyone  combining  that 
practice  with  any  other  occupation  or 
calling."  Prompt  opposition  by  chemist- 
dentists  to  the  proposed  Bill  came  in  a 
letter  to  the  Editor  of  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  in  July  19 10.  Further  letters 
followed.  Editorial  support  came  a  few 
weeks  later  and  suggestions  that  an  associa- 
tion of  interested  persons  should  be  formed 
were  made  in  the  correspondence  columns 
in  the  same  issue,  and  a  large  number  of 
letters  were  published  in  support  of  the 
proposal.    One  lone  voice  was  raised  in 


opposition.  A  correspondent  (Timorous 
Tyke)  asked:  "Why  all  this  shrieking? 
Surely  no  self-respecting  pharmacist  can 
object  to  another  section  of  the  community 
endeavouring  to  protect  its  interests  by 
stopping  extraneous  opposition."  Timorous 
Tyke  gained  small  support  for  his  views 
and  the  following  week  a  request  to  the 
Editor  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  to 
allow  a  meeting  of  chemist-extractors  to 
be  held  at  42  Cannon  Street  was  readily 
complied  with  and  the  Chemists'  Dental 
Society  was  formed  on  September  8.  Prior 
to  the  meeting  letters  were  sent  out  by 
the  Editor  to  all  who  were  likely  to  be 
interested  in  the  meeting.  The  Editor  asked 
recipients  of  the  letter  who  could  not 
attend  to  communicate  their  views,  which 
would  be  placed  before  the  meeting.  Some 
eighty  replies  were  received,  extracts  of  a 
number  of  them  being  read  to  the  meeting. 

Rights  of  Chemists 

More  than  a  decade  was  to  elapse  before 
the  legislation  the  Society  had  been 
founded  to  oppose  reached  the  Statute 
Book  in  a  modified  form.  The  Dentists 
Act,  1 92 1,  became  law  on  July  28  of  that 
year.  Under  it,  chemists  who  could  prove 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  specially  created 
Dental  Board  that  they  had  had,  immedi- 
ately prior  to  July  28,  a  substantial  prac- 
tice as  a  dentist  were  allowed  to  continue 
in  practice.  Chemists,  moreover,  were 
given  the  right  to  extract  a  tooth  if  the 
case  were  urgent  and  no  dentist  or  doctor 
were  available  (general  or  local  anaesthetics 
were  not,  however,  to  be  used).  A  leading 
article  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  de- 
scribed that  provision  as  "  inhuman."

NATURE  NOTE 

A  SHORT  walk  brought  us  to  the  shore, 
where  now,  alas,  granite  blocks  have  re- 
placed the  mud  flats  one  remembers  as 
once  pied  with  gulls  and  gannets.  On 
the  landward  side  of  the  promenade  we 
chanced  upon  the  hide-out  of  one  of  the 
hibernating  pestlers  {Galenus  summersea- 
sonalis),  into  whose  drowsy  eye  the  rare 
approach  of  winter  callers  seemed  to  evoke 
a  predatory  glint  reminiscent  of  the  warm 
and  active  months.  Further  inland  we 
espied  what  we  at  first  took  to  be  one 
of  the  prolific  store  pestlers  [Managerius 
multiplex).  Afterwards,  by  the  aid  of  field 
glasses,  we  were  able  to  identify  it,  from 
its  striated  tibiae  and  white  "  galligaskins," 
as  one  of  the  larger  and  rarer  itinerant 
kind  [Inspectravis  regionalis)  whose  strange 
habit  it  is  to  visit  in  turn  the  nests  of  its 
smaller  cousins,  supposedly  to  prey  upon 
them.  Close  by  a  nest  of  the  latter — so 
close  that  we  were  at  pains  to  account 
for  the  proximity  of  two  such  reputedly 
hostile  species — was  an  active  but  harassed 
specimen  of  the  solitary  pestler  {Galenus 
proprietrix).  The  cause  of  his  anxiety  we 
soon  discovered,  for  a  glance  into  the  nest 
showed  the  egg  to  be  unhatched,  several 
months  in  arrears.  We  saw  no  trace  that 
afternoon  of  the  diffident  clinical  pestler 
[Galenus  hospitalis),  and  can  only  suppose 
that  he  also  was  preoccupied  with  his 
hatch,
